Always reliably 
tive, Harry Harlow, retired 
QO. K. Fruit Exchange mana- 
ger now serving in an ad- 
visory capacity to the Ex- 
change (now 0.

Mr. Har- 
low reported that industry- 
wide . for: the 1957-58 crop 
year ended Nov. 1, 42 per 
cent of the total lemon picks 
were shipped domestically, 18 
per cent were exports and 40 
per cent went to lemon pro- 
ducts. Locally, 43 per cent of 
the total lemon picks were 
shipped to domestic markets, 
25 per cent were exported 
and 32 per cent went for 


lemon products. The higher 
percentage of local exports 
reduced the percentage going 
to by-products, Mr. Harlow 
emphasized. 

With the S. Calif.-Arizona 
industry entering the new 


season with a seven per cent 
greater marketing year than 
the previous crop year, Mr. 
Harlow reported that locally 
the industry entered the new 
crop year with a 20 per cent 
decreased marketing year 
than in ‘1956-57. The lower 
fruit quality caused by last 
winter’s winds, on top of a 
smaller .crop, created the 
drop in local lemon market- 
ing, he reminded.

Council Retains 
Hourly Employee 
Lay-Off Policy 


Some hourly employes of 
the City of Upland will con- 
tinue to be laid off for at 
least 30 days after working 
six ‘consecutive months during 
the year, and then rehired if 
the work load of the depart- 
ment requires their services. 

This was the decision of 
Upland City Council in Thurs- 
day night session. The ques- 
tion of keeping hourly em- 
ployes on the job pass’! the 
six month limit in order that 
they gain the retirement pro- 
gram was presented by Coun- 
cilman John Nicholson. 

City Manager Elwin Alder 
explained that as many of the 
hourly employes are seasonal 
and the work load of various 
departments does not warrant 
their services for more than 
six to nine months of the 
year, the city long ago estab- 
lished the practice of laying 
off such employes at the end 
of a six month period so as 
not to necessitate the pay- 
ment of city funds into a re- 
tirement program. Mr. Alder 


estimated that the city saves, 


$1,000 or more by this prac- 
tice each year. 

Mr. Nicholson said _ that 
both city employes and private 
citizens have condemned the 
practice in discussing it with 
him. Councilman Wm. Kist- 
inger, on the other hand, re- 
ported reverse opinions ex- 
pressed to him. 


Councilman Nicholson  ad- 


vanced the theory that a man 


working on a full-time basis |; 
with retirement benefits — in- 
volved gives a better perfor- 
mance on the job. Mayor Ab- 
ner Haldeman contended that 
“where. an employee works |; 
only for tenure and retire- 
ment, the city does not re; 
ceive the utmost in efficien- 
cy,’ quoting a speaker at the 
recent League of Calif. Cities 
convention. 

A motion was then present- 
ed by Mr. Nicholson to pro- 
vide a city policy to the ef- 
fect that ‘‘hourly employes 
may be retained as long as 
the work: load requires’ but 
in the final vote, only he and 
Councilman Phil Holden voted 
for the provision. No votes

We predict that bite by bite, and piece by piece, 
this area eventually will be nibbled upon until it is a 
real hodge-podge and a mess that will take years (if 
ever) to straighten out. 

We already have had a big slice of Cucamonga 
carved off by Ontario, and the future looks gloomy if 
we believe we can continue te maintain the area as it 
is under county rule. 

Once more sections are annexed by Ontario, they 
will be annexed permanently. 

We are happy to recognize that Upland and Cuca- 
monga have honored a so-called “gentleman’s agree- 
ment” not to raid each other’s areas. And we certainly 
think that each should continue to honer such under- 
standings. 

But the time has come when Upland and Cuca- 
monga are destined to grow. And now is the time when 
such a basic issue as annexation or incorporation should 


be examined realistically and the long-range future | 


planned, 

For years past there was no great need for such a 
study as the communities were small and growth only 
sporadic, but no longer. 

At this writing we hold no opinion for or against 
incorporation by Cucamonga, or annexation by Upland. 
But we think an overall comprehensive study should be. 
made immediately to determine what should happen. 

We cannot sit around in a dead stupor, and let the 
situation go from good to bad to worse. We strongly 
urge that a study be made now to consider the broad 
implications ef a do-nothing policy vs. a well-planned 
program.

Many times a community builds a big fine build- | 
ing, and all for naught. Sometimes a brand new build- 
ing can be an empty shell. 

“ Tied in with this philosophy is that of double ses- 
sions , . where the growth outstrips even the most 
ambitious building program, and then the quality of ed- | 
ucation is cut down. 

We believe double sessions are deplorable; and | 


evey possible means to eliminate them should be under- | | 


taken. 

If double sessions were as good as single sessions, 
the schools could accomodate twice as many pupils 
in each school as is now considered proper. Double 
sessions are a curse of growth, and a burden on the 


child who must struggle to make up for inadequacies | 


of time and attention placed upon him. 

As we plan for the future of our Upland schools, 
we must consider not only our building programs, but 
also the caliber of teaching that goes on inside the 
building, 

If we had to choose between the two, our children 
would receive their educational stimulation from the 
best teachers with the best methods... whether it be in 
@ barn, a shack, or a warehouse.

For many years the waste material, excepting gar- 
bage, collected throughout the City was dumped in a 
pile and burned. True this was an inexpensive method 
of disposal and a very common accepted practice but 
certainly not a clean or sanitary method. The Easterly 
morning breeze would carry smoke from the buming 
debris across the City and with it the offensive odor of 
burning rubbish. Swimming pools were being sprinkled 
with ashes from the fire. The downslope. movement of 
jair at night carried the putrid offensive smell of the 
burning dump into the bedrooms of Upland homes. 
Many residents found sleep impossible under these 
| conditions, Furniture and clothes became saturated with 
the odor which lingered many days. Then there was 
the presence of rodents at the dump which created a 
health menace to the community. Fire was a continual 
| hazard. Several times it jumped the space barriers and 
swept madly through the brush causing extensive dam- 
|age before it could be brought under control. Perhaps 
|the greatest objection to this method of disposal was 
the filth and pollutants released into the air through the 
| burning process. 


Through the untiring efforts of the City Council a 
| site was purchased to provide a more acceptable meth- 
iod of refuse disposal. This property embracing 34.4 
acres was formerly used by a rock company for mining 
| of rock. A large pit on the property lends itself nicely 
| to the new operation. 





The old method of disposal was known as “open 
|face burning’’ and the site was called a “dump.” The 
|new method is known as “cut and cover method” and 
| the site is known as a “modem sanitary disposal site.” 
|The name describes the operation completely. A cut is 
made to bury the refuse and the material excavated is 
'used to cover the fill. To get better compaction and 
'speed up the process of decomposition the waste ma- 
| terial is watered before it is covered. With the refuse 
entirely buried it proves to be a sanitary method of dis- 
posal.

To start an operation of this kind was no little un- | 
| dertaking. Land costs ran about $85,000; equipment and | 
jother necessary facilities cost in the neighborhood of | 
$15,000, making the total outlay around $100,000. The.'| 
wise decision made by the City Council to try this meth: | 
|od of disposal has been adequaiely justified by the 
| success achieved during the first year of operation. 
Complaints have been entirely eliminated; fire and 
health hazards no longer exist and the land use over 
a period of years will enhance land values in that 
quandrant of the City. If the population trend follows | 
the forecast the site should take care of the City’s needs 
for the next 10 to 15 years. 


Once the land has been fully utilized for this pur- | 
pose and the reclaimed area brought up to the level of | 
\the surrounding terrain the property will be put to
